Hon. Clyde Painter of 
Bowling Green, who is making the 
chief fight in favor of redistricting as 
the leader of the Daugherty forces on 
the floor of the house, maintains that 
sufficient strength has developed to 
insure the passage of a bill remodeling I 
the Third and the Twelfth districts. 
“We shall demand that.’’ he said, “and 
the opposition must come to it or no 
bill of any kind can go through." The 
chief fear among the denouncers of 
the redistricting plan is that the dis­ 
position to change will not confine it­ 
self to two districts, but that, once 
started, it will bec ome contagious and 
nearly every district in the state will 
ask for a change in order to satisfy 
the ambition of some aspiring and bud­ 
ding statesman. 
Naturally, congress­ 
men now safely ensconsed in a dis­ 
trict with good prospects of a renom­ 
ination and another term ahead are 
not eager for a change that may im­ 
peril their chances and. at least, mean 
additional work. 
"Let well enough 
alone" is the policy to which they arc 
pinning their faith. The entire m atter 
is to come up for deliberation and per­ 
haps decision at a caucus of the Re­ 
publicans of the house Thursday night 
of this week and is likely to provoke 
a very long and a very earnest discus­ 
sion.

THE DEVOTION OF THE PEOPLE TO 
MONEY GETTING HAS BECOME SO GREAT AS EVEN 
TO BE ALARMING, and the one desire which seems to unite all 
men together i$ the desire to make something in this matter of money 
out of nothing. 
There is surely no worse sign of the times in our day than this; 
but I believe that much of the old spirit still remains—at least so far 
as our judgment of men goes.

If the evil tendencies that are manifesting themselves so strongly 
among our people are to be chocked and the glory of the old ancestry 
is to be preserved, the result, must he ‘accomplished through the 
influence of educated men. 
Those who go forth from the univer­

which they manifestly form, by the energy which they display in the 
pursuit of tho higher and nobler objects of desire, by their exaltation 
of learning and mental culture and of the power to do good service 
to the world and of honorable character above all external things, 
and, if we may use the strong expression, by a contempt for wealth, 
what tho true life for the nation is.

W ashington. March 6.—Messrs.Wol- 
tnerans ane! Wessels. the Boer repre­ 
sentatives who came to the U nitel 
States from Europe for the purposa 
of conferring with the secretary of 
state, have accomplished their pur­ 
pose. They were received by Mr. Hay 
at ll o'clock yesterday afternoon.

was distinctly understood th at the 
Boers were to be received as private 
citizens, and not in an official capac­ 
ity. 
Secretary Hay talked to

freely, with this understanding.

Frederick Mueller, of the Orange Free 
State, called at the W hite House. 
They were received by Presidert 
Roosevelt in the library and remained 
with h|jn about

minutes. 
Thev 
called as private citizens, and not in 
their official capacity as Boer re p re 
sentatives. 
Mr. Roosevelt listened 
attentively 
to what they had to say. and then in­ 
formed them this Government cannot 
and will not interfere in the struggle. 
A complaint by the delegates was 
shipm ent of horses, mules and pro­ 
visions from the United States to 
the British forces in South Africa 
Secretary Hay went over this sub­ 
ject very carefully with them, citing 
authorities and precedents, which he 
pointed out conclusively established 
the lack of authority on the part of 
the general government to atop the 
American farm er from shipping his 
provisions and the stock raiser from 
selling bis product anywhere in the 
world where they could get the beat 
price. 
He also pointed out that the 
Government’s attitude in this as in 
other m atters 
connected with the 
South African war. had been strictly 
neutral and that the Government had 
done nothing to prevent shipments of 
eomoditiee to the Boer forces.

President Says Government Wil 
Interfere. 
Not 


Washington, March 6.—Messrs.Wok 
merans and Weasels, the Boer repre­ 
sentatives who came to the Unite! 
States from Europe for the purpose 
of conferring with the secretary of 
state, have accomplished their pur­ 
pose. They were received by Mr. Hay 
at ll o'clock yesterday afternoon. 
Jt 
was distinctly understood that the 
Boers were to be received as private 
citizens, and not in an official capac­ 
ity. 
Secretary Hay talked to 
them 
freely, wdth this understanding. 
I,a ter in the day Messrs. Wolmerans 
and 
Weasels, 
accompanied 
by 
Dr. 
Frederick Mueller, of the Orange Free 
State, called at the White House. 
They were received by Presidert 
Roosevelt in the library and remained 
with htin about 
'5 
minutes. 
Thev 
called as private citizens, and not in 
their official capacity as Boer repro 
sen tat! vea. 
Mr. Roosevelt listened 
attentively 
to what they had to say, and then in­ 
formed them this Government cannot 
and will not interfere in the struggle. 
A complaint by the delegates was 
shipment of horses, mules and pro­ 
visions from the United States to 
the British forces in South Africa 
Secretary Hay went over this sub­ 
ject very carefully with them, citing 
authorities and precedents, which he 
pointed (rut conclusively established 
the lack of authority on the part of 
the general government to stop the 
American farmer from shipping his 
provisions and the stock raiser from 
selling bis product anywhere in the 
world where they could get the best 
price. 
He also pointed out that the 
Government's attitude In this as in 
other matters 
connected with the 
South African war. had been strictly 
neutral and that the Government had 
done nothing to prevent shipments of 
eomodities to the Boer forces.

Pennsylvania, w ere cowered deep with 
the white mantle. 
Business for several hours was par­ 
alyzed.

standstill, by trolley cars, railroads 
telephone and even telegraph. 
Then slowly, as the day advanced 
combatting heroically the storm an i 
wind, pathways were hewn out and 
the busy bustle which had been still­ 
ed took on an air of activity toward 
night, when the snowfall ceased. 
As if in direct contradiction to the 
elements that had played havoc all 
day and the night before, yesterday's 
great storm was ended with one of 
the most beautiful sunsets it is the 
lot of Pittsburghers to witness. 
The fall of snow yesterday amount­ 
ed to 15 incnes. 
Only once of recent 
years has that amount been exceed­ 
ed.

It was sai I rn this connection that 
Speaker Henderson is now' favorable 
to the position taken by the majority 
on the ways and means committee 
and that this would exert much In­ 
fluence in securing the final outcome. 
During the day several members of 
the cabinet were called on by Messrs 
Tawney, of the ways and means com­ 
mittee. who has proposed the rebate 
plan as a substitute for Chairman 
Payne's 20 per cent, reciprocity plan, 
and Morris, of Minnesota, who also 
proposed a plan differing from that 
of Mr. Payne. As an outcome of these 
calls it was asserted that three mem­ 
bers of the cabinet, namely Postm as­ 
ter General Payne. Secretary Shaw 
and Secretary Wilson were hopeful of 
seeing a solution of the problems 
whic h wrouhl not endanger any Am­ 
erican industry.

city, Allegheny and all the suburban 
towns, and every part of Western 
Pennsylvania, were cowered deep with 
the white mantle. 
Business for several hours was pa. 
alyzed. 
Comunic&Uon 
was 
at 
standstill, by trolley ears, railroad* 
telephone and even telegraph. 
Then slowly, as the day advanced 
combatting heroically the storm an I 
wind, pathways were hewn out aud 
the busy bustle which had been still 
ed took on an air of activity toward 
night, when the snowfall ceased. 
As if in direct contradiction to the 
elements that had played havoc all 
day and the night before, yesterday’s 
great storm was ended with one of 
the most beautiful sunsets it is the 
lot of Pittsburghers to witness. 
The fall of snow yesterday amount­ 
ed to 15 incnes. 
Only once of recent 
years has that amount been exceed­ 
ed. 
On January 8, 1884, the snowfa'l 
was 1614 inches. 
It only exceeded 
yesterday’s fall by an inch and a 
half. 
Neve” in the history of Pitts­ 
burg, so far ah Is known, has ye ster- 
day’s quantity of snow been exceed­ 
ed on a March day. 
Among the

speculation was rife as to whether or 
not another flood with disastrous re­ 
sults was not likely to follow in tho 
wake of the snow of yesterday. 


Another Flood Not Probable. 
According to statem ents obtained

Ridgeway, this is not probable. 
Not 
knowing with what rapidity the snow 
will melt, he was unable to make a 
definite statement on the subject, but 
the indications are that, while the vol­ 
ume of snow that fell was very great 
another flood is very unlikely. Some 
thing of a rise, as a m atter of course, 
will ensue when the rays of the sun 
strike the snow, but that the rivers 
will raise sufficiently to inundate the 
lower portion of the city again is sai l 
to be not Mkely. 
Supporting the above view is the 
fact that the heavy fall of snow yes­ 
terday was not to any great extent 
local to the Allegheny river and its 
tributaries. 
The Monongakala river 
also caught the full vigor of the storm. 
This stream will likely be much swol- 
en when the snow gives way. 
The storm originated far to the 
South, coming North from the Flor­ 
ida district.
